They see so many cows kept, and 
from them so much money made, 
and they seem to forget all the rest. 
They goon and gefthe required 
number of cows, and when the end 
of the year comes they are obliged to 
divide the profits by two for the 
reason that they Lave not wei! con- 
-idered the business in all its details. 
Many men (I will not say dairymen) 
seem to thiuK anything’ is good 
enough for a cow, the warm side of a 
rail fenee good enuugh shelter, and 
chanve to feed at the straw-stack, 
with an occasional dressing of marsh 
hay anda chance to run in the 
standing stalks, good enough 
care and feed for the eow. 

“They seem to feel that grain fed 
to cows ig almost thrown away. The 
horses and hogs must have ail tine 
grain, and leave the cows totake care 
of themscives, Theee are, in my 
opinion, very mistaken notions, for 
¢ costs only a little more to keep 2 
-ow Well than in the manner I bave 
‘eseribed. Indeed, it costs only a 
ttle more to keep a cow upon grain 
(han upon hay. Kxample:—It wil: 
take one acre of good grass to furnish 
winter fodder for acow. The same 
ace, if planted to corn and prope:ly 
cultivated, will not only furnish 
winter fodder, but will furnish grain 
enough, if fed with the stal&s in 
winter and the pasturage in summer, 
to give us a good flow of m.lk during 
the entire milking season, while the 
hay would bave done little more than 
sustain the animal life. 

“the differenee of cost, then, in 
the two methods of feeding, is the 
jiffcrence of expeuse ip raising au 
uere of grass and an acre of corn. We 
have the same investment for land. 
and itis only the difference io labor, 
and whet We strike the balance be- 
‘weer the cost apd profit, we shal! 
fiud a large balance iv favor of the 
grain.”

4 New Food for Horses and Sheep. 


A favorite and rather a new kind 
of mash for horses is coming iuto use 
composed of two quarts of oats, one 
of bran, and halfa pint of flix seed. 
The oats are first plaeed in the stable 
bucket, over which is placed the lin- 
seed; add boiling water, then the 
bran, covering the mixture with an 
«drag, and allowing it to thus rest 
‘or five hours, then stir the mass we!! 
up. The bran absorbs, while retain 
ing the vapor, and the linseed binds 
the oats and bran toge her; a greater 
quanti'y of flax seed would make the 
preparation teo oily and les r-lished. 
One feed per day 1s sufficient ; it is 
easi.y digestible aud is speciaily 
adapted to young animals, adding to 
their volume rather than to their 
height—giving substance the 
frame. Professor Sapson remiods us 
not to overlook the food, in the 
nourishment question in connection 
with the amelioration of live stoci. 
he considers oats, as so generally 
given to sheep, as objectionable, and 
approaching the unprofitable; rams 
generally receive one pound of oats 
daily, ewes half that quantity. Oate 


forming ‘an exeiting food, are 
espevisliy suited for rams during the 


season when they serve, bat for hast- 
ening the development of young 
sheep, they only build up the bones, 
not the flesh.—Califo-nia Farmer. 


Rates of Interest Chargeable in Nae 
tional Banks. 

The question of interest chargeatle 
by national banks has been several 
tines before the courts, but it has at 
ast been settled by the decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the ease of the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ National Bank of Buffalo 
against Dearing. The points made 
were as follows: 

1. The rate of interest chargeall+ 
hy each bank is to be that allowed by 
‘he law of the State or Territory 
where the bank is situated, 

~ Where by laws of the State or 
Territory a different rate is limited 
tor banks of issue organized under the 
al laws, the rate so limited is al- 
i wed for the national banks. 

°. Where no rate of interest is fixed 
by the laws of the State or Territory, 
the national banks may charge at a 
rae not exceeding seven per cent. 
ber sunum. 

+. Such interest may 
taken in advance. - 

>. Knowingly reserving, receiving 
or charging ‘‘a rate of interest greater 
(han aforesaid shall be held and be 
aijudged a forfeiture of the interest 
Which the note, bill orother evidence 
of the debt carries with it, or which 
lias been agreed to be paid thereon.”’

Rely on it. What does the Repub- 
lican party care for us?
